SALE IN TOWN 


Gathering Christmas green* has 
become a small though important 
industry in Pennsylvania and pro­ 
vides a means of livelihood among 
many rural people. 
Pennsylvania 
has a number of native shrubs and 
plants whose leaves and berries are 
in great, 
demand for 
decorating 
homes, stores and churches during 
the holiday season. 
Christmas trees und greens, the 
majority of tliem gathered in tile 
South mountains, have been on sal*; 
here for the past few days. The 
demand 
for trees 
was especially 
brisk. 
The bittersweet and mountain ash 
are cited by Lewis E. Staley, secre­ 
tary of the department of forests 
and waters, as perhaps the two most 
popular native plants used for this 
purpose. The former is a shrubbery 
vine and the latter a tree, both of 
which produce bright scarlet fruit. 
The hawthorn, common throughout 
the state, also bears red fruit, often 
mistakenly called a berry, but ac­ 
tually a pome. 
Ground Pine 
The ground pine Is a form of 
moss in great demand for making 
tile long streamers used in stores 
and churches. 
It grows abundant­ 
ly In tile forests of 
Pennsylvania, 
where women and children begin 
collecting it in lute autumn. 
The well-known laurel and rhodo­ 
dendron are increasing ui popular­ 
ity for use In holiday decorations. 
owing to the beauty of the deep 
green rubbery leaves which do not 
tall in autumn as do tile leaves of 
most hardwood trees and shrubs. 
It is not generally known that the 
holly, perhaps tile most widely used 
Christmas green, is a native of 
Pennsylvania, though it doe* not 
grow here in sufficient profusion to 
make it commercially 
important. 
The holly, along With the mistletoe 
and bweetbuy, attains Ila best de­ 
velopment In tile south.

LEADER IS HELD 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 19 (AP).— 
Three times Jack Diamon "beat the 
rap” with death when assailants 
wounded him, but Friday gangand 
“rubbed him out*', and the motive 
for his murder was hidden in the 
turbulent past of the racketeer. 
Guarded for years by his hench­ 
men, Diamond went home alone 
from a celebration of his acquittal 
Thursday of kidnapping, and in the 
darkness before dawn entered his 
rooming house, where the assailants 
awaited him. Three bullets crashed 
into his head, and he was found 
sprawled across his bed. 
The proprietor of the rooming 
house heard the two or three gun­ 
men dash from the house, and a 
neighboring cobbler saw them de­ 
part in a motor car. 
Probably the last of his intimates 
to see the gangland dandy alive was 
Marion “Kiki” Roberts, the one-time 
Broadway show girl sweetheart. Ac­ 
cording to story, Diamond, some­ 
what intoxicated, visited an hour or 
more with her before continuing to 
his rooming house. Miss Roberts, 
who was with Diamond when he was 
wounded in the Monticello hotel in 
New York a few years ago, could not 
be found Friday. 
Mr. Delaney quoted Mrs. Diamond 
as saying: 
"I knew that Jack loved Miss Rob­ 
erts and that Marion loved him. but 
there was nothing I could do about 
it. 
I felt It was my place to be with 
him and help him as much as he 
needed. 
“When he left the party Thurs­ 
day night, I had a suspicion that he 
was seeing the girl, but I expected 
he would return. He said he would 
be gone only half an hour, natl an 
engagement with newspaper men." 
First Comment of Wife 
This, so far us Lh known, is the 
first comment the wife of the gang­ 
ster made on her husband’s rela­ 
tions with the former New York 
show girl who has bern with him 
much of the time since he met her 
several years ago when she was in 
a Broadway show. 
Diamond at that 
time was Just blossoming forth as a 
big time racketeer and bootlegger. 
Although Mrs. Diamond has been 
here much of the time during the 
past few months, Marion also has 
been close to the gangster. It was 
reported that at various times she 
had quarters in Albany, Troy and 
Watervliet. She recently took an 
apartm ent in Ten 
Broeck street 
where Diamond visited her before 
going to the ambush. 
Police received the license num ­ 
ber of an automobile, described as 
“u big maroon sedan” and corre­ 
sponding to the description of the 
get-away car used by Diamond’s 
killers. The car sped through the 
village of Saugretiea, on the New 
York road south of this city, shortly 
after the shooting, according to po­ 
lice information.

11ie.se merchants advertise at Christmas time merely because they be­ 
lieve th ey would lose out oil their share of holiday business if they did not 
use th e newspapers to help sell their good*. 
In reality they have de­ 
veloped what might he termed a Christmas advertising habit 
Now the question arises 
If certain merchants keep from advertising 
ten m o n th s a year, why should they advertise the other two?" There is 
probably no time of the year when goods sell themselves as they do at 
C h ris tm a s tim e 
Prices a re usually at the top notch during the holi­ 
day season and people are in Hie mood for buying 
Therefore, wily Should 
merchants choose the holiday season as the only time of the year to a d ­ 
vertise? 
T h e answer is th at they do not understand Hie principles of advertis­ 
ing 
They advertise because thpy believe there is fnorp mony to be ob­ 
tain! a t Christmas time than at any other time, or they advertise because 
everybody else is advertising. 
They advertise •Tok Hie moment only and 
never stop to think that advertising should be used as a method of per­ 
manently developing business. 
T h e wise merchant, while he advertises and does so heavily during 
th e holiday season, does not devote all of his publicity efforts to two 
months. 
He holds his own during the Christmas season and then, when 
th e holidays are over he keeps right on advertising, taking up where the 
o th e r fellow left off and making his advertising benefits permanent 
D u ring the ten months that follow the holiday season the buying 
public is m a k in g purchases every day 
It lias to'be fed, clothed, sheltered 
and amused 
Generally shaking, more careful attention is given to every 
purchase than tfhring the hustle and bustle of the holiday season 
There­ 
fore. the advertising placed during the normal ten months Is more likely 
to develop permanent business friends than that which is placed to attract 
the spasmodic holiday trade 
It would seem that the ideal condition for 
business would be to have a steady even volume throughout Hie entire 
v *ar 
Always having plenty for the employes to do. rather than several 
slow months an d then overwork. 
The profits of a good holiday season 
can carty be lost in two succeeding months of poor business, so that the 
fellow who spends a lot of advertising for the Christmas season and then 
quits rosily has accomplished little 
Holiday advertising Is a good thing 
The fact that practically every 
merchant advertises at Christmas proves that it pays. but why limit all 
the advertising to Hie holiday season? 
If it will work at Christmas time 
ii certainly will work at any other time of the year. 
People have to live 
twelve month* a year and the Institution which realizes this fact and sets 
out each month determined to get all the business it can is the one that 
will succeed in the long run 
And. to get its full quota of business each 
month no business can enlist the aid of a more rfflolent helper than news­ 
paper advertising.
